The headquarters of the Indie 
National Congress issued a mani- 
festo calling upen the people te 
observe complete nonviolence, par- 
ticularly during the great proces- 
sion planned for tomorrow, the 
concluding day of national week. 
The day’s activities will culminate 
in a mass meeting on the seashore, 
where everybody is invited, to take 
pans to be used in carrying home 
sea water for a Br manufacture 
of salt. 

Other violations were reported 
from widely scattered points in 
India, and were attended with an 
increasing number of arrests, in- 
juries and severe sentences. 

Despite efforts by the Govern- 
ment, the nonviolent. resistance 
movement appears to be making 
headway, particularly in Bengal.

Gandhi Again: Asks Followers to 
Refrain From Violence.

SURAT, India, April 12.—Mahat- 
ma Gandhi today again made a 
plea to his followers that they re- 
main nonviolent in their campaign 
for India’s independence. He ad- 
dressed a meeting at Pinjrat at- 
tended by many men and women 
who sat in a dry creek under a 
blazing sun, 

Standing on a cart, the Mahat- 
ma declared that they must “pass 
through the heat of misery” if they 
wanted to attain independence. 

He said the Government was 
moving slowly because the Indian 
people were sane and’ wise but if 
they turned mad and abused the 
Government and threw stones at 
its ropresentatives, the Govern. 
ment would march quickly and 
take 1000 lives for every life lost. 

“Let the police do what they 
like,” he urged, “we sat remain 
nonviolent.”
